U of A refutes 
20 per cent 
faculty cut 


Post-secondary. NDP 

critic reveals leaked 
email from university's 
dean of education

In the face of a leaked memo 
from the University of Alberta’s 
dean of education, school of¬ 
ficials are refuting a rumoured 
plan to cut some faculties up to 
20 per cent, and an expectation 
faculties “earn back” 10 per 
cent more in funding. 

Alberta NDP enterprise 
and advanced education critic 
Rachel Notley revealed the 
leaked email from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta’s dean of educa¬ 
tion, just days after a Sidy-mil¬ 
lion cut to post-secondaiy 


education in the Alberta budget 
tabled March 7. 

“This is going to mean veiy 
serious reductions in the qual¬ 
ity of education received by stu¬ 
dents in our flagship post-sec¬ 
ondary institution,” said Notley. 

But Deb Hammacher, associ¬ 
ate vice-president for university 
relations, said the notion of a 
20 per cent cut to faculties as 
an actual plan is false. 

“No department or faculty 
has been targeted for a cut of 
any kind at this point, beyond 
the 1.5 per cent that had been 
announced months ago, when 
we expected the two per cent 
increase,” Hammacher told 
Metro. 

“The exercise described in 
the memo is simply an exer¬ 
cise in generating big ideas and 
stimulating creative thinking.” 

The memo from dean of 
education Fern Snart states, 
“Each dean has been asked to 


submit, by the end of March, 
a plan for the Faculty that will 
involve a 20-per-cent budget 
reduction — for the 2014-16 
period. We are also to submit 
a plan for resource generation 
that will ‘earn back’ 10 per 
cent.” 

Petros Kusmu, vice- 
president external at University 
of Alberta Students’ Union, said 
he is disappointed the univer¬ 
sity is looking for ideas on this 
rather than spending time try¬ 
ing to decrease administration 
expenses. 

“The institution is brain¬ 
storming ways to increase the 
cost of students and decreasing 
the quality, resulting in stu¬ 
dents to pay more for less.” 

Kusmu said it was clear the 
government wanted institu¬ 
tions to work with each other 
to decrease costs, not raise stu¬ 
dent costs.

Annexation 
bid.

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
the city has a strong case for 
its annexation bid and will 
work with Leduc County to 
avoid a confrontational an¬ 
nexation.

have to be prepared to put it 
on long term or not put it on 
at all,” he argued.

What 
we are looking for is identify¬ 
ing all of the needs of public 
transit,” he said. “We need to 
look at the whole package in 
a broader, more holistic way.”

City pushes forward on pothole repair plan 


'Frustrating.' 

Mayor calls out 
administration for 
not considering 
program originally 


City councillors took the 
first step toward approving a 
grinding and paving program 


to address city potholes, but 
Mayor Stephen Mandel want¬ 
ed to know why the program 
wasn’t budgeted to begin 
with. 

Council’s transportation 
committee signed off on a 
$12-milhon plan that would see 
the city hit some of the most 
heavily potholed areas. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
he was frustrated the city was

“This one falls squarely to 


the administration for not pro¬ 
viding the answer you need,” 
he said. “We need to have the 
opportunity to give you the 
story.” 

The roadways that will see 
repairs if council approves the 
plan later this month include 
portions of 50th Street, Con¬ 
nors Road, Prince Elizabeth 
Avenue, Mill Woods Road and 
Grierson Hill.

Council on Wednesday 
heard from 20 people about 
the proposed lanes, many of 
them residents along 76 Av¬ 
enue who would lose parking. 

Maiy Kosh, a senior, said 
the loss of parking would 
have a huge impact. “I would 
have never bought a home if 
I thought I could not park on 
the front street,” she said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
urged people to keep an open 
mind about bike lanes. 

“We need to be consulta¬ 
tive, and not dictatorial, and I 
think sometimes when we do 
this we put up a sign that says 
‘Bike lanes will go here.’” 

Duncan Kinney, president 
of the Edmonton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters’ Society, said losing 
some lanes was a setback, but 
his group wants to work with 
citizens. 

“The cycling community is 
willing to work with commun¬ 
ities, with homeowners, with 
businesses that are affected by 
this to get the best infrastruc¬ 
ture that works for us and

State-of-the-art 
facility. Emergency 
service for northern 
residents moves from 
city centre airport

As it opened up the facility 
to the media Wednesday, the 
government promised the 
new medevac centre at the 
international airport will pro¬ 
vide excellent care to patients 
from the north. 

Health Minister Fred 
Horne said it’s the province’s 
response to the city’s deci¬ 
sion to close the city cen¬ 
tre airport, calling the new 
3,600-square-metre facility a 
state-of-the-art medevac base 
that will offer rapid, reliable 
and safe emergency care. 

Addressing concerns that 


the new base is further away 
from tertiary care hospitals, 
Horne promised there would 
be no compromise in patient 
care. 

On-site ambulance and ac¬ 
cess to the STARS helicopter 
housed next door means the 
same quick access to urgent 
care for critical patients, he 
said. 

“This facility has been 
over a year in the making. 
Quality and safety trump all,” 
said Horne. 

The medevac base features 
a six-bed transition area for 
stable patients, in-hangar 
transfer from airplane to 
ambulance, and on-site EMS 
staff. 

Dr. May Mrochulc, flight

physician and associate med¬ 
ical director for STARS, said 
the space offers room for the 
new STARS helicopter, a high- 
tech “ER in the sky” that can 
fly further, faster, and even in 
bad weather, thanks to new 
de-icing technology. 

“We’re still dedicated to 
patient care — now we have 
more room to provide that 
care,” she said. 

An estimated 80 per cent 
of the 3,000 patients flown 
to Edmonton each year via 
fixed-wing air ambulance are 
non-emergent, according to 
AHS. 

About five cases a month 
requiring urgent care will 
continue to be flown to city 
hospital via STARS helicopter.

Habemus Papam — We have 
a pope! 

A cacophony of welcome 
swept the world on Wednes¬ 
day after Jorge Bergoglio of 
Argentina was elected Pope 
in a conclave that ended with 
astonishing speed. 

“Brothers and sisters, good 
evening,” the new Pope Fran¬ 
cis — looking stunned — said 
shyly from the loggia of St. 
Peter’s Basilica to wild cheers. 

“You know that the work 
of the conclave is to give a 
bishop to Rome,” he went on. 

“It seems as if my brother 
cardinals went to find him 
from the end of the Earth, 
but here we are. Thank you 
for the welcome.” 

Bergoglio, 76, becomes 
the first pontiff from the 
Americas and the first from 


outside Europe in more than 
a millennium. 

And by choosing the name 
Francis, he associates him¬ 
self with the humble 13th- 
centuiy Italian preacher who 
lived a life of poverty. 

Across the planet, Latin 
Americans burst into tears 
and jubilation at the news 
that the region, which counts 


40 per cent of the world’s 
Catholics, finally had a pope 
to call its own. 

“It’s a huge gift for all of 
Latin America. We waited 20 
centuries. It was worth the 
wait,” said Jose Antonio Cruz, 
a Franciscan friar in the Old 
San Juan district in Puerto 
Rico. 

Elected on the fifth ballot, 


Francis was chosen in one of 
the fastest conclaves in years. 

Tens of thousands of 
people who braved cold rain 
to watch the smokestack atop 
the Sistine Chapel jumped 
in joy when white smoke 
poured out, many shouting 
“Habemus Papam!” or “We 
have a pope!”

A cleric who cares. New 

Pope often rode the bus 
and helped the destitute 


As a cardinal, Jorge Mario 
Bergoglio — the new Pope — 
rode the bus and visited the 
poor. 

He was known all over 
Argentina for caring for the 
destitute. 

Bergoglio was born in 
December 1936 in Buenos 
Aires, one of five children of 
an Italian railway worker. 

He had a lung removed 
when he was a teenager due 
to an infection. 

He studied chemistry 
and then philosophy at uni¬ 
versity before teaching lit¬ 
erature and psychology in 
Argentina. 

He joined the Jesuit 
order in 1958 before 
being ordained a priest in 
1969. 

From 1973 to 1979 he 
served as the Jesuit prov¬ 
incial in Argentina, then 
in 1980 became the rector 
of the seminary where he 
studied. 

He served there until 
1986, after which he com¬ 
pleted his doctorate in 
Germany and returned to 


Argentina. 

He was appointed Buenos 
Aires city archbishop in Feb¬ 
ruary 1998 and made cardin¬ 
al by John Paul II in Februaiy 
2001. 

Bergoglio created new 
parishes, restructured ad¬ 
ministrative offices and 
began new pastoral pro¬ 
jects, helping to recover the 
church’s traditional political 
influence in society. 

He has also been critical 
of Argentina’s decision to 
legalize gay marriage in

physical-training tests. Those 
managing to qualify would re¬ 
ceive silver- or gold-coloured 
badges.

The program gradually 
lost its scope and prestige over 
the years and ceased to exist 
with the 1991 Soviet collapse.

Putin said that Russia 
needs to pay more attention 
to physical training because 
it lags behind other countries. 
He said that Russian children 
now are in “significantly 
worse” physical shape com¬ 
pared to a few decades ago. 

Putin is a judo enthusiast 
and regular swimmer. 

He said that the training 
standards must be flexible. 
“They shouldn’t be too high, 
to avoid driving people into a 
heart attack,” he said, accord¬ 
ing to Russian news agencies.

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Garneau drops out, 
supports Trudeau 


Federal Liberal 
leadership. ‘I cannot 
mathematically win/ 
former contender says 


Marc Garneau dropped out of 
the federal Liberal leadership 
race on Wednesday and threw 
his support to front-runner 
Justin Trudeau, declaring the 
outcome “a fait accompli.” 

The Montreal MP’s deci¬ 
sion followed an internal poll 
conducted by his campaign 
last week, which Garneau said 
showed Trudeau has the back¬ 
ing of 72 per cent of Liberal 
members and supporters. 

Garneau said he was a “sol¬ 
id second” with 15 per cent, 
followed by Vancouver MP 
Joyce Murray with just over 
seven per cent and former To¬ 
ronto MP Martha Hall Findlay 
with just over five per cent. 

“I have done my numbers. 
I cannot mathematically — 
and I’m a person who believes 



in math — I cannot math¬ 
ematically win,” Garneau told 
a news conference. 

“I’m not into denial. The 
numbers indicate very clearly 
that Justin is the overwhelm¬ 
ing favourite.” 

However, Murray said she 
puts no stock in Garneau’s 
survey, the methodology of 
which her camp finds highly 
suspect. She said it won’t in¬ 
fluence her decision to con¬ 


tinue her campaign, which 
has enjoyed a late burst of 
momentum. 

Garneau’s automated 
phone poll asked 6,000 Lib¬ 
eral supporters and members 
to indicate whether they fa¬ 
voured Garneau, Trudeau, 
Hall Findlay or Murray. 

It was not a survey of regis¬ 
tered voters. 

Murray said she was sur¬ 
prised by Garneau’s decision 
to endorse Trudeau, given that 
he has repeatedly said a coron¬ 
ation is not in the party’s best 
interests and has accused the 
front-runner of lacking policy 
depth, experience and leader¬ 
ship credentials. 

Worried that some 100,000 
people who didn’t provide 
email addresses — the bulk of 
whom are Trudeau supporters 
— will be disenfranchised, the 
front-runner is seeking a one- 
weelc extension of Thursday’s 
registration deadline. The 
Murray, Hall Findlay and Mar¬ 
tin Cauchon camps oppose an 
extension, the Canadian press

Former Conservative cabinet 
minister Jim Prentice says the 
Keystone XL oil pipeline is in 


the U.S. national interest and 
that President Barack Obama 
should let it be built. 

The speech by Prentice, 
now a senior executive at 
CIBC, stresses the importance 
of the Canada-U.S. relationship 
and argues the two countries 
must work together to achieve 
North American energy in¬ 
dependence. 

“Stated simply, I am strong¬ 
ly of the view that President 


Obama should approve the 
Keystone XL pipeline on the 
basis that it is in the national 
interest of the United States,” 
he told the Financial Times 
Forum in New York. 

“I say this because North 
America is accelerating to¬ 
wards a future of energy in¬ 
dependence and the Canadian 
oilsands are an essential part 
of the North American energy 
marketplace.” 


A draft environmental 
report into the $5.3-billion 
pipeline released by the U.S. 
State Department earlier this 
month flagged no major en¬ 
vironmental concerns with the 
project and said it was unlikely 
to affect the pace of oilsands 
development or U.S. oil con¬ 
sumption. 

It will be a few more 
months before Obama decides 
whether to sign off on the long- 


delayed controversial project, 
which would deliver 830,000 
barrels per day of mostly oil¬ 
sands crude to U.S. markets. 

Prentice says a rejection 
would force U.S. and Canadian 
producers to ship their crude 
by less efficient means and pro¬ 
vide “an artificial competitive 
advantage for heavier crudes 
from less democratic, less mar¬ 
ket-oriented countries.”

Police launched 
early-morning raids on 
21 apartments and one 
meeting room belong¬ 
ing to DawaFFM, Islamic 
Audios and al-Nussrah — all 
of which adhere to the 
hardcore conservative Salafi 
interpretation of Islam.

Brotherhood 
decries UN 
women’s-rights 
document 


Egypt. Sexual freedoms 
and equality between 
men and women 
don't jive with Islamic 
principles, according to 
critics of the document 


Egypt’s Muslim Brotherhood 
sharply criticized an anticipat¬ 
ed UN document on combat¬ 
ting violence against women, 
saying on Wednesday that it 
was “deceitful,” clashed with 
Islamic principles and under¬ 
mined family values. 

The text or details of the 
document have not been pub¬ 
lished, but it may be issued at 
the end of a meeting of the UN 
Commission on the Status of 
Women this week in New York. 
Negotiations have been bogged 
down in debate. 

According to the Brother¬ 
hood, which has emerged as 
the most powerful political 
faction in Egypt since the 2011 
uprising, the draft under discus¬ 
sion advocates sexual freedoms 
for women and the right to 
abortion “under the guise of 
sexual and reproductive rights.” 

In its strongly worded state¬ 
ment, the Brotherhood also de¬ 
cried the document’s defence 
of homosexual rights, which 
are not recognized in Islam, 
and the equating between chil¬ 
dren bom in and out of wed¬ 
lock. 

It said the title of the docu¬ 
ment addressing violence is 
“deceitful.” 

“It contains articles that 
clash with Islamic principles,” 
the Brotherhood statement 
said. “It eliminates Islamic val-

ues, and seeks to destroy the 
family ... which would lead to 
social disintegration.” 

The Brotherhood, which 
won Egypt’s presidency and 
controls parliament, called on 
other Muslim nations, women’s 
groups and Islamic organiza¬ 
tions to reject the document. It 
called it an infringement on the 
thought, culture and unique¬ 
ness of Islamic societies. 

Libya’s supreme religious 
cleric also raised similar con¬ 
cerns, rejecting the document 
for violating Islamic teachings. 

In particular, he rejected 
equality between men and 
women in matters of inherit¬ 
ance, and criticized wording on 
sexual freedoms and rights of 
children bom out of wedlock.

Travellers should be waiy of 
cyber threats on vacation as 
they access free wireless net¬ 
works with their smartphones, 
tablets or laptops, says software 
security company Symantec 
Corp. 

Canadians travelling for 
March break and into the 
summer season shouldn’t be 
doing things like pulling up 
their bank accounts on Wi-Fi 
networks, said Lynn Hargrove, 
director of consumer solutions 
for Symantec Canada. 

“What people don’t real¬ 
ize is that there’s no security 
on those Wi-Fi networks for 
the most part,” she said. “It’s 
a great way to keep in touch 
while you’re on vacation, but 
there are some inherent risks 
that come with it that people 
just aren’t thinking about.” 

Symantec has found that 
two in 10 Canadians pull up 
their bank accounts on free Wi¬ 
Fi networks in Canada. 

According to the firm’s 2012 
Norton Cybercrime report, 
travellers are often victimized 
through their mobile devices 
while abroad, often by text 
messages. 

“We’re seeing a lot of fraud-

After a nonstop string of feel-good stories and 
glowing press, Faceboolc—the little company 
that could—has finally been hit with some criti¬ 
cism. 

The heretofore infallible website stumbled 
into the media spotlight for the first time this 
week when it was revealed that its users might 
have reason for some—wait for it—privacy 
concerns. It turns out that hitting “like” on cer¬ 
tain Faceboolc groups or events can reveal more 
about you to advertisers than might be appar¬ 
ent. 

Strike 1, am I right? 

A University of Cambridge study (like it on 
Faceboolc!) showed that running somebody’s Fa- 
ceboolc likes through a computer program could 
give you a decent indicator of that user’s gender, race, religion and 
sexual orientation, not to mention their favourite colour, tooth 
health, Super Mario high score, social-security number and how 
good they are in bed (within five per cent).

You might be tempted to call it a modern-day 
horoscope, but it’s just the opposite, because it 
works. 

For instance, it was shown that you could pre¬ 
dict a high IQin a user if they liked thunder¬ 
storms, The Colbert Report, science and curly 
fries. Faceboolc users who liked the group Eating 
Curly Fries While Watching Thunderstorm Sci¬ 
ence on The Colbert Report were mostly employ¬ 
ees at the CERN particle accelerator in Geneva. 

(It should be noted, though, that the spuds- 
smarts relationship might just be a coincidence, 
highlighting the classic logical fallacy of mistak¬ 
ing curly fries for causation.)

Many media outlets played up the report 
as if it was a shocker, but if you haven’t figured out by now that Fa- 
ceboolc is going to peruse, parse and package your information 
any way that it sees fit, then there’s a Brooklyn Bridge auction on 
eBay we should discuss. 

I’m no fan of Faceboolc. It’s clear from their many previous 
transgressions that Faceboolc (like Google) thinks privacy is 
passe, maybe even dishonest. The site’s new graph search that al¬ 
lows you to search for, say, “friends of friends who live in Califor¬ 
nia and like Katy Perry and Nine Inch Nails” (23 results!) is so fas- 
cinating/iclcy that it feels like a new type of pornography. 

But it shouldn’t be a surprise anymore. 

People will always have the right to raise privacy concerns, 
and the right to disconnect from Faceboolc, but if you’re surprised 
by their disregard for your privacy after almost a decade then 
there’s only one solution: Eat more curly fries. All will become 
clear in time.

It was just another job for 
young photographer Henry 
Grossman when Time maga¬ 
zine hired him to shoot be¬ 
hind-the-scenes images of the 
Beatles’ first appearance on 
The Ed Sullivan Show. 

But that telecast ended up 
being an iconic moment in 
rock history and that one-off 
assignment ended up span¬ 
ning four years as Grossman 
followed the Fab Four to the 
Bahamas and Austria during 
the production of Help! 

Photos from those years 
can be found in Places I Re¬ 
member: My Time With the 
Beatles, which showcases 
more than 1,000 of Gross¬ 


man’s photographs from his 
time with the iconic band, 
most of them never seen be¬ 
fore. 

“I wasn’t a fan of the music 
particularly,” Grossman says. 

“I always listened to clas¬ 
sical music, opera, concert 
music, that kind of stuff. But 
I became a fan of them. They 
were some of the best people 
Pve ever known.” 

After shooting more than 
6,500 snapshots of the band 
between 1964 and 1968, 
Grossman filed his unpub¬ 
lished photos away and never 
gave much thought to them 
again. 

“I was busy,” he says. 
“I was going to the White 
House, photographing Broad¬ 
way shows, political personal¬ 
ities, poets, writers. I put the 
photos away in an archive. 
I thought I had exhausted 
everything that could be 
done with them.” 

Publishers Brian Kehew 
and Kevin Ryan thought dif¬ 
ferently.

When Renee Pedro bought 
a house with mid-century 
decor, she decided to em¬ 
brace the look.

Advances in printing 
have made it more afford¬ 
able to create small runs, 
and to make high-quality 
products faster and cheaper, 
said Aaron Kirsch, president 
of Astelc Wallcovering Inc. 
in Van Nuys, Calif. 

He sells directly to con¬ 
sumers via his company’s 
website, Designyourwall. 
com. 

The company also makes 
custom products for the 
fashion, hospitality and 
motion picture industries. 
Demand for the custom 
products has been steadily 
rising, Kirsch said. 

“Custom wall covering ... 
has gone ballistic,” he said. 

Homeowners can create 
their own wall covering for 
about $6.50 a square foot, 
he said.

$18 to $30 a yard, said Rysa 
Pitner, founder of Fabric on 
Demand in Los Angeles.

It’s officially doom-and-gloom 
time in Edmonton again. 
This year was supposed to be 
different; not only were the 
kids poised to take over, but 
they had a jump-start on both 
game readiness and chem¬ 
istry thanks to their sojourn 
to Oklahoma City during the 
lockout. 

But, despite Tuesday night’s 
4-0 win in Colorado, the Oil¬ 
ers are one of the worst teams 
in the Western Conference 


yet again and the stats say it’s 
not getting any better soon. 
Edmonton is 29th in the NHL 
when it comes to 5-on-5 goals 
and though both the power 
play and penalty kill have been 
good, they’re called special 
teams for a reason: They only 
happen so often. 

Simply put, the Oilers need 
to diversify their ranks and 
sacred cows must be tossed on 
the slab. In order for this team 
to become anything other than 
a doormat, a drastic overhaul 
is needed. 

In a best-case scenario, the 
summer offers a variety of free 
agents who will likely have to 
be overpaid in order to come 


to the winter wonderland that 
is northern Alberta. That’s 
fine, because in order to make 
this plan work long-term, the 
Oilers will need to trade one of 
their young gems, be it Taylor 
Hall, Ryan Nugent-Hopkins or 
even Nail Yakupov (I’d put Jor¬ 
dan Eberle in the untouchable 
categoiy). Not only will this 
allow for the top six forward 
corps to become older, but it 
will help alleviate the inevit¬ 
able salaiy-cap crunch once 
all four kids are off their entry- 
level contracts. As it is now, 
both Hall and Eberle begin 
long-term deals with $6-mil- 
lion cap hits next season. 

Detroit forwards Valtteri 


Filppula and Dan Cleaiy (who 
played for the Oilers a lifetime 
ago) are both free agents this 
summer, as are defencemen 
Rob Scuderi (L.A.) and Andrew 
Ference (Boston). All are win¬ 
ners and even a couple of them 
could change this team, which 
is going nowhere fast. 

Simply installing another 
lotteiy pick isn’t going to cut 
it. And there is precedent for 
trading a No. 1 overall pick: 
Erik Johnson is no longer in St. 
Louis and the Blues made that 
decision after just three-and-a- 
half years of service. It’s time 
for tough choices in Edmon¬ 
ton — and waiving Ben Eager 
doesn’t count.

Canadian puts shaky 
season behind him to 
lead the field after first 
event in London, Ont. 


Canada’s Patrick Chan took a 
huge leap of faith that spanned 
several American states — and 
it paid off with a world-record 
performance and a strong first 
step toward a third consecu¬ 
tive world figure-skating title. 

The 22-year-old from Toron¬ 
to shattered the world record 
in winning the short program 
at the world championships 
on Wednesday, three weeks 
after he packed up and moved 
from Colorado to Detroit in 
a seemingly desperate meas¬ 
ure to turn his shaky season 
around. 

It certainly appears to have 
worked. 

“I started from scratch with 
a clear mind and a clear body 
— and I think that was a good 
choice,” Chan said. 

Chan scored 93.37 points 


Three-peat 


A victory this week would 
make Patrick Chan the first 
male skater to win three in 
a row since Russian Alexei 
Yagudin (1998-2000). 


for his elegant performance to 
music by Rachmaninov, land¬ 
ing a huge quad toe loop in a 
combination, followed by a 
clean triple Axel. He had the 
crowd at London, Ont.’s Bud- 
weiser Gardens on its feet long 
before he finished the final 
turn of his last spin. 

“Exhilarating,” said Chan, 
who shook his fists and then 
wiped eyes in gleeful disbelief. 
“I got into my last spin and 
there was this rush of tingling, 
just a cold rush through my 
body. It was amazing, you can 
only feel that once in a lifetime 
... or if you’re going to jump off 
a building.” 

Denis Ten of Kazakhstan 
heads into Friday’s free skate 
in second with 91.56 points. 

Kevin Reynolds of Coquit¬ 
lam, B.C., the perennial nation¬ 


al runner-up to Chan, is third 
with 85.16. One of the world’s 
biggest jumpers, Reynolds was 
the only skater in the field to 


do two quads — the second 
one with a wobbly landing — 
scoring 85.16 points. 

Chan topped the world 


mark previously held by 
Japan’s Yuzuru Hanyu by more 
than three points.

Lakers lose Kobe

The Lakers’ push for the 
playoffs might be without 
Kobe Biyant for a while. 

The Los Angeles star 
severely sprained his left 
ankle Wednesday night after 
missing a game-tying shot in 


the closing seconds of a loss 
to the Atlanta Hawks. 

Lakers spokesman John 
Black said Biyant is out 
indefinitely, just as a team 
that underachieved much of 
the season is playing its best 
basketball. The 96-92 loss 
snapped a four-game win¬ 
ning streak and was just Los 
Angeles’ third loss in the last 
12 games, the associated press 


Welker goes from 
Patriots to Broncos 


NFL. A year after 
signing future Hall 
of Fame QB, Denver 
brings in top receiver 


Wes Welker is saying goodbye 
to Tom Brady and hello to Pey¬ 
ton Manning. 

After spending six years 
with Brady in New England, 
the Pro Bowl receiver agreed 
to a two-year deal Wednesday 
to team up with Manning in 
Denver. 

The Welker signing was the 
highlight of a big day for the 
Broncos, who once again made 
a major splash in free agency. 

Denver also came to terms 
on a two-year deal with defen¬ 
sive tackle Terrance Knighton, 
formerly of Jacksonville, and 
a one-year contract with line¬ 
backer Stewart Bradley, who 
played with the Cardinals the 
past two seasons. 

Last year, the Broncos won 
the high-stalces contest to sign 
Manning, prompting Broncos 
boss John Elway to quip, “Plan 
B? I don’t have a Plan B. We’re 
going with Plan A.” 

Coming off a 13-3 season 


during which the Broncos 
looked like a Super Bowl con¬ 
tender before losing to Balti¬ 
more in the division round of 
the playoffs, Elway is clearly on 
the same path this time. 

He picked up the league’s 
most productive receiver to 
play in the slot where Brandon 
Stokley was last season. Welk¬ 
er’s five 100-catch seasons are 
the most in the NFL. He has 
been selected to the Pro Bowl 
in each of his past five seasons 
and was an All-Pro four of the 
past five years. 

Although the deal with 
Welker received a bulk of the 
attention, the Bradley and 
Knighton deals could also in¬ 
fluence Denver’s starting line¬ 
ups. 

Bradley played last season 
for Arizona, where he didn’t fit 
in with the team’s 3-4 scheme. 
His best season came in Phila¬ 
delphia in 2008, when he had 
108 tackles. He will compete 
with Nate Irving and Steven 
Johnson for Denver’s starting 
middle linebacker spot. 

“Obviously, the standards 
on both sides of the ball are 
high here,” said Bradley. “I 
think it’s a great combination.”

“Maybe he’s on Stockton 
time,” he added, referring to 
Diaz’s home in the Stockton- 
Lodi area of California.
